EFORE the war the furni- 
B ture trade staged as many 
as eight wholesale exhibi- 
tions each year. It was to remedy 
this state of affairs that the 
B.F.M. wisely decided that there 
should, in future, be only one 
exhibition a year, the Manchester 
show being considered the north- 
ern section of Earls Court. 

It is interesting to see that 
America is facing the same prob- 
lem, but to a much greater 
degree. Manufacturers = and 
retailers in the States are now 
being asked to support twenty- 
five or thirty Furniture Marts 
every twelve months. 

If there are any furniture men 

in this country who favour the 
holding of more exhibitions, let 
them take a lesson from this lead- 
ing article in the American 
* Upholstering ” 
*&x% © The market situation has 
deteriorated into something 
bordering on the ridiculous 
Chicago, of course, is considered 
the major market. Evidently it’s 
such a major factor that the 
powers that be deem it necessary 
to hold four markets a year in the 
Windy City. Then we also have 
other * must” markets in various 
parts of the country, such as the 
events in New York, Grand 
Rapids, Jamestown, High Point, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Seattle, Minneapolis, Dallas. 
Kansas City, Denver and so on. 
It's no wonder that furniture 
manufacturers and retailers alike 
are becoming disgusted with the 
entire affair. 

“Only recently the home fur- 
nishings division of the National 


Retail Dry Goods Association 
recommended that there be only 
two major furniture markets a 
year, both of them to be held in 
Chicago. This is an example of 
the existing sentiment among top 
management at the retail level. 

“It’s about time that furniture 
manufacturers take a_ similar 
position. It’s physically impos- 
sible for a manufacturer to par- 
ticipate in every market, although 
some of the larger producers do 
make an attempt to have some 
sort of token exhibit at most of 
them. However, this in itself 
entails a large expense. 

‘In spite of sectional loyalties, 
there is no need for twenty-five or 
thirty markets a year. Almost all 
of the business written at the mar- 
ginal market could just as easily 
be written in Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco or New York. And it could 
be done at much less expense. 
Certainly the retailer must realise 
that someone has to pay for all 
these markets 
Kx “Under to-day’s — highly 
competitive economy, the furni- 
ture manufacturer has to consider 
every possible method of cutting 
his operating expenses. Certainly 
one of the most sensible methods 
would be to eliminate pariicipa- 
tion in most of the so-called fur- 
niture markets. 

*Let’s get our salesmen out of 
the showrooms and back on the 
road! 

“A careful analysis would 
prove that most of the furniture 
markets being held in this coun- 
try to-day not only could be, but 
should be eliminated. Let’s do 
it!”

|. Bed-settee demonstration in window 
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HE Scottish house  furnishers, 
James Grant & Co., Ltd., re- 
cently introduced a new bed-settee to 
the Scottish public by staging win- 
dow demonstrations at their premises 
in the High Street, Edinburgh. 
While crowds of shoppers looked

2. Model bedroom 


HE regular use of one of its two 
windows as a model bedroom is 
proving a successful display policy 
at the Sleep Shop, which opened in 
Dalry Road, Edinburgh, this autumn.

Mattresses are always difficult 
to show attractively, and here a series 
of small shelves has been made, fixed 
to the showroom walls unobtrusively 
by small brackets. Mattresses carried 


showed how the settee could be trans- 
formed into a double bed with just 
a touch of the finger-tips. 

This was the first time that this new 
line—the Bed-Max, made by Waver- 
ley Upholstery (Edinburgh), Ltd. 
was on sale to customers in Scotland.

The ceiling and an area 
of walls and rafters just below have 
been painted deep midnight blue, 
studded with stars, and the rest of the 
wall area is covered with an attrac- 
tive New Elizabethan paper

ALLPAPER in a variety of pat- 
terns and colours, for use on 
showroom walls and ceilings, has 
been selected by an Edinburgh store 
to demonstrate the importance of re- 
lating wallpaper to furnishings. 


C. & J. Brown of Newington, Ltd., 
who opened an extension to their 
showrooms at South Clerk Street, 
Edinburgh, earlier this month, have 
converted the entire top floor into 
one large showroom, with furniture 
displayed in room-schemes inside 
bays. 

Each of the bays containing fur- 
nished rooms has its own variety of 
wallpapers to set off the pieces dis- 
played, and a prominent feature is 
the use of coloured papers on the 
ceilings. Among these, red and green 
predominate. Apart from being an 
“advancing” colour the red in par- 
ticular reflects its warm tones on the 
display below, and has been chosen 
to show how a too-high ceiling can 
be made to appear lower, giving the 
room a more cosy appearance. 

In the same way other coloured 
papers can give an illusion of height 
to a too-low ceiling, and for this 
purpose the cooler or “receding” 
colours have been chosen. One bay 
on this floor has been left un- 
decorated, serving to emphasise the 
necessity of choosing the right paper 
for room settings. 

A wide variety of furniture styles 
is displayed in the bays. A New 
Elizabethan bedroom suite in natural 
oak is shown against a red and white 
wallpaper, with a black and fawn 
square carpet. In an adjoining bay is 
a reproduction mahogany serpentine 
bookcase which took a craftsman six 
months to make. This is set against 
a background of white and grey 
modern wallpaper. 


Discussing with a Furnishing World 
reporter the use of contrasting or 
complementary papers on the different 
walls of the same room, Mr. J. 
Chalmers Brown, managing director, 
said: “I think that in the future no 
one will do their showrooms in one 
colour.” 


Apart from planned use of wall- 
papers in the furniture showrooms 
the reorganisation at Brown’s store 
includes replanning of the soft fur- 
nishing section. Here fabrics are 
hung against a variety of suitable 
wallpapers. The fabrics are sus- 
pended on easily manipulated frames. 
so that customers may see the effect 
without the salesman having to pull 
out bales for inspection.

“Semi-Open-Vision” 
at Benzies, Glasgow 


yas the tendency in many new 
or modernised shops is to 
install open-vision windows which 
allow the public to see the whole of 
the interior of the department, the 
latest Benzies furnishing store in 
Scotland has deliberately broken 
away from this policy. 

The new shop is at the corner of 
Renfield and Sauchiehall Streets, and 
incorporates an arcade and what is 
described as ‘“semi-open-vision ” 
windows, that is with the lower half 
of the window backs made of wood 
and the upper half of glass. 

This allows a glimpse of the in- 
terior without every detail of the 
department being visible. The rea- 
sons given for these decisions are 
that customers shopping for their 
homes like an arcade where they can 
stand for some time studying the fur- 
niture displayed, and that as the shop 
is concentrating on a policy of indi- 
vidual personal service more privacy 
is required than can be given by 
completely open-vision windows.

“experts.” 

There was also a tendency for the 
fundamental purposes of Work Study 
to be obscured by important but never- 
theless secondary considerations, such 
as the vexed question of incentives. 
(It is noteworthy that one of the 
largest and most progressive engi- 
neering companies in the world and 
one of the foremost exponents of Work 
Study does not use an incentive bonus 
scheme at all. The only incentive 
in this organisation is that of promo- 
tion to a more responsible position.) 


For All Industry 


The new Work Study School, 
which is one of the departments of 
the Aeronautical College at Cranfield, 
though it forms an integral part of the 
college as a whole has enlarged its 
scope and acquired a special entity 

It was apparent that the principles 
of Work Study were applicable to all 
manufacturers, and that the interest of 
the country could best be served by 
allowing the department, which is ex- 
cellently equipped for the task, to 
make its experience and resources 
fully available to industry. This has 
therefore been done 


The school is essentially practical. 
and not aim to furnish merely 
an academic background to the subject. 
Without exception, all the permanent 
teaching staff has been recruited from 
men who have been employed as works 
study othcers in industrial concerns 
And to destroy any tendency towards 
isolation, much use is made of outside 
lecturers from all branches of industry 
representing the interests of adminis- 
tration, management and the shop 
floor

Union Enthusiastic 

In this connection it should be noted 
that the great interest and enthusiasm 
for Work Study shown by the unions, 
some of whom are spending large sums 
themselves on teaching Work Study 
to members, is one of the most encour 
aging auguries for the future 

The members ot 
selves are recruited trom a_ wide 
range of industries, and a_ typical 
syndicate may include representatives 
of chemical concerns, engineering 
firms, the furniture industry, an 
accountant, and so on. The whole 
atmosphere is one of keenness and 
enthusiasm. The organisers of the 
course are very anxious to recruit as 
mairy more members as possible from 
the middle level They

want the youngish executive who 1s 
able to learn and who is in an excel- 
lent position to put the principles of 
Work Study into effect directly in his 
own concern or department and to 
train other members of the staff in the 
subject. 


Directors, Workers Keen 


It is felt that at this level there is at 
present special need for more headway 
to be made. Up to now more progress 
has been made with the Board of 
Directors and with the shop floor, at 
both of which levels there are now 
many very keen exponents and sup- 
porters of Work Study. 


Nearly half the total time of the 
course is given to practical work, 
members being divided into syndicates 
for this purpose. 


Work Study itself consists of three 
essential elements : (1) Method Study; 
(2) Motion Study; (3) Time Study. 
The team analyse typical industrial 
operations from these three view- 
points, break them down into their 
components, and then, by purely deduc- 
tive reasoning, decide where there is 
waste in time and labour that can be 
cut out by new methods. 


Striking Results 


Where it is practicable they then 
proceed to experiment with new set 
ups based on their theoretical analyses 
In many instances members have, 
after only a few weeks’ attendance, 
achieved some striking results in tack- 
ling problems taken direct from indus- 
try, and have sometimes produced a 
new method of making or assembling 
an article which shows a great im 
provement in etticiency on that actually 
used in manufacturing it 

The study of method is concerned 
with improvement in lay-out of plant, 
the design of equipment and the reduc 
tion of fatigue. The laboratories 
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used for this purpose are very well 
equipped with all the scientific aids 
needed for a comprehensive examina- 
tion of method. They include, for 
instance, a 3-D cinema, on which mov- 
ing pictures of assembly operations, 
and so on, can be shown in slow 
motion for analysis and a wide variety 
of means of experimenting with the 
designs of and equipment for 
handling materials.

Study of work measurement covers 
the use of the stop-watch for deter- 
mining work values, rating and nor- 
malising, compensating rest, process 
and other allowances. It also includes 
determining allowed time values on 
repetitive and non-repetitive work, and 
the use of synthetic values. Analytical 
estimating is another “mportant fea- 
ture of the course. * 

The course also covers in some de- 
tail the introduction and working of 
incentive schemes of various kinds. 


Maintenance Neglected 


An interesting application for 
Works Study which is too often neg- 
lected is that of maintenance. In every 
factory all over the country there are 
certain basic jobs of maintenance, such 
as the servicing of valves, the removal 
and replacement of electric motors, 
and so on, which are essentially repeti- 
tive, and which are therefore excellent 
subjects for Work Study analysis. The

A CONSIDERABLE percentage ot 
American firms use a perpetual 
stocktaking system.
